The Ohio State B«>«rd ot Commerce 
w ill nut permit the people to be mis­ 
lead in their action upon the taxation 
constitutional umendiueut. It has pub­ 
lished for the information of the peo­ 
ple a statement of the principks by 
which its action on this subject has 
been and w ill continue to be guided, 
and challeiiges anyone to give a good 
public reason for not endorsing them.

A th rlllliif chapter 4d frontier his­ 
tory is that "Which tells of the siege 
of Fort P itt in the summer of 1*63- 
At the forks of the Ohio the French 
Fort Duquesne stood till it was evacu­ 
ated and destroyed In 1758 
In the 
next couple of years the English erect­ 
ed on its site a more pretentious for:- 
refill, which they called Fort Pitt, in 
honor of the English prime minister. 
This fort la y as a sort of advanced 
post for civilization for many years. 
Indeed, betw'een it and the most ad­ 
vanced settlement of any consequence, 
at Fort Bedfiird. lay a hundred miles 
of unbroken forest. 
Aside from the 
Indian trails the old Glade road, o” 
Forbes' road, was the only thread of 
soil which civilization could claim In 
that great forest as a highway. There 
were other sm aller posts to the nort’.i 
and along the Great Lakes, hut they 
were all sm aller aud had but InsulTl 
den t garrisons, except that at De­ 
troit. 
Im m ediately following the close of 
the French and Indian w ar occurred 
that wonderful uprising of the west­ 
ern Indlaus called Poutlac’s cousplr- 
acy. aud It was In connection with 
this hlo«)dy time that the events of 
this sketch occurred 
The English 
commander of Fort P itt at this time* 
was a brave Sw iss officer, Captain 
Simon Kcuyer, who in his entire ca­ 
reer, but especially in the defense of 
his fortress, showed him self to be a 
most competent and able officer. 
Dur­ 
ing the spring of 1763 Captain Ecuyer 
and his men were occupied in the or­ 
dinary duties (vf common garrison life. 
They had opportunity to enjoy tho 
beautiful 
natural 
surroundings 
of 
thelf post, srt deep set In the very 
heart of the wilderness, and to study 
the peculiar character of the mixed 
mass of Indians, traders and woods­ 
men who were constantly coming u n J 
going about 
this 
important center. 
But they had no intim ation from the 
stolid faces of the savages of what a 
seething caldron of hate and plana far 
slaughter was In their hearts. 
A t length, during the late spring 
days, rumors began to filter In along 
the narrow 
western 
and 
northern 
trails of an untisual restlessness along 
tho frontier. 
Captain Ecuyer received 
from time to time more or less direct 
and disconcerting hints that a storm 
of redskin hatred was brewing. These 
warnings disturbed the brave officer 
but did not cause him to fear. th*j«gh 
be scarcely knew what might occur. 
The state of his mind Is discovered 
by a letter he wrote on M ay 4 to Col­ 
onel Bouquet, who was In service at 
Philadelphia, in which he says: 
“ M ajor Gladwyn w rites to tell me 
that I am surrounded by rascals. 
H e 
complains a great deal of the D ela­ 
wares 
and 
Shawanoes. 
It 
Is 
this 
canaille who stir up the rest to m is­ 
chief” 
Thus the garrison at Fo rt Pitt passeid 
the weeks In uncertain dread. 
Th« 
first susplcUvuB occurrence near at 
hand was the arrival of a large party 
of Indians who came down the hank 
of the Allegheny with a number of 
pack-horses heavily Itjaded with val- 
i*able furs. 
They camped near the 
fort and in the morning came up to 
trade. 
They were 
insistent in de- 
ntamling bullets, powder and toma­ 
hawks. 8«) much so that the fears and 
suspicions of the whites were at once 
aroused. 
In the next few days message after 
message arrived of murders aud dep­ 
redations done 
in 
the surrounding 
country by bands of roving redskins. 
As these outbreaks Increased In num­ 
ber Ecu yer realized what was to come 
and wrote; 
“ I see that the affair Is general. 
I 
ftemble for our outposts. 
I believe, 
fiom what 1 hear, that I am surround­ 
ed by Indians. 
I neglect nothing to 
give them a good reception, ami I ex- 
p*M't ti) be attacked tomorrow morn­ 
ing. 
Please God, I may be.

soon 
likely to burst. Ecuyer mad** every

near the fort wore razed to the ground 
and no shelter was left for a lurking 
foe. 
The garrison, which consisted of 
330 men. was kept constantly on tho 
watch. 
Over a hundred women and 
n any more children were sheltered In 
the fort.

The tax b earer finds his 
opportunity in inuking ills return and 
he never fails to exercise it. 
The theory ut the law is th at every 
tax hearer is his own assessor, and to 
allow an interested party to hear and 
determ ine his own case is too good an 
opportunity to he lost. 
The idea of the Hon. Alfred Kelley, 
the founder of ad valorem system iii 
Uniu, was th at under the sanction ct 
oaths, the tax hearer would tell uli 
about his property, and all men would 
uiako retu rn s according to the exact 
truth, known only to the tax bearer 
hirnself. 
T h e sanction of oaths has 
proven w orthless anil useless. 
It has 
taught people they eau com m it moral 
perjury with impunity, aud th at by so 
doing they can lar gely escape the bur­ 
den of taxation. 
The law taxing personal property, 
moneys, credits aud stocks is merely 
a th rea t by the state, and a th reat 
which 
in 
three-fourths or the cases 
cannot he carried into execution. 
The sta te should atte m p t nothing 
which It cannot do. 
It ought to be a 
groat teacher of morals, but in the tax 
laws it teaches imm orality and per­ 
jury. 
F arm er P erkins— Is there then no 
way in which the state can ascertain 
the intangible property of its citizens 
and compel it to bear its burdens of 
taxation? 
la w y e r Thorndike— T h ere is prac­ 
tically no way. 
lf the sta te could pu^ 
each tax bearer un the w itness stand 
and compel him to tell all he had and 
his entire condition, the system m ight 
be a success. 
But if this were doue it 
would cost the state more than the 
taxes. 
It would require ten years to 
get the basis for on? year's taxation. 
arid thum b screw s and all other kinds 
of physical torture would not compel 
the truth. Those who were not in debt 
and had no intangible property would 
tell the truth. 
Those who were in 
debt or hail much intangible property 
would not. 
The m ethods which ‘would 
come the nearest producing Hie facts 
would not bo tolerated by the public, 
and would only he adm issable in an 
absolute monarchy. T he methods nec­ 
essary to sustain the system cannot he 
used, aud hence its failure, 
The ideas 
of the Hon. Alfred 
Kelley's system 
were pure theories*, incapable of prac­ 
tical application, and there is nothing 
more dangerous in taxation than theo­ 
ries. 
The m an with a theory is an 
one my of the state and of mankind, 
when it c o m e s to m atters of taxation. 
The people of Ohio have given no 
thought or study to questions of fin­ 
ance and political economy. They have 
been at the mercy of Hie 
theorists 
who could secure places ill tilt* logisJu 
tare or in the constitutional conven­ 
tion of 1651, and these theorists have 
done with them what they would. 
The farm ers supported the Hon. Al­ 
fred Kelley's ideas because they be­ 
lieved they could compel the rich peo­ 
ple of the community to pay taxes on 
intangible wealth. 
The possessors of 
intangible wealth have supported Hie 
Kelley ideas because 
they 
thought 
thereby they could better in that way 
avoid paying such taxes as they chose. 
Owing to the difficult aud im practica­ 
ble method of am ending the constitu­ 
tion of Ohio the system 
has 
lasted 
from 1*40 to the present time, and 
for fifty-seven years the people of Ohio 
have been compelled to attem p t every 
year the enforcement of exploded theo­ 
ries. enforced upon them by men long ; 
since dead. 
Farm er Perkins—But does not the 
present generation have 
a 
right to j 
govern itself according to 
its 
own 
ideas? 
Lawyer 
Thorndike— Certainly 
n o t 
No m atter what m ight be the ideas of 
the present generation of the people 
now living in the state, they are com- | 
polled to live according to the legacy 
of that body cf men who fo rm al th** - 


constitution of 1851. 
In G reat Britain the people* live up 
to m odern present-day idea* 
because 
It is not hampered by a w ritten iou 
siltatio n charged with legislation 
Lu 
In this country we are compelled to 
live up to written constitutions formed 
by persons living at a remote age arid 
uuder conditions totally 
uulike 
the 
present. 
Men will riot subm it to wear 
the 
fashion clothing of a remote genera­ 
tion, but they will and do subm it to 
be governed by the ideas of a remote 
generation. 
The business of the com­ 
m unity Is not conducted according to 
the ideas and methods in 
vogue in 
1851, but its governm ent is. 
I' nt 11 the 
people rise in their 
might 
a n i. by 
change of the organic law. aruke the 
legislature free to adopt any method 
in accord with 
present ideas, there 
will be no relief. 
Heretofore the ideas of the farm ers 
th at the system of 184(1 could he en­ 
forced and the ideas of the cl aa tea who 
could use it to avoid taxation have 
prevailed. These two ( lasses have ion- 
stltuted the m ajority of the com m un­ 
ity or been able to control the m ajor­ 
ity by specious, but fallacious, arg u ­ 
ments. and so we have been held In 
thralldom 
to Alfred 
Kelley’s 
ideas 
The political economists who do Hie 
thinking on m atters of taxation have 
uniformly condemned tile present sys­ 
tem, hut they are not as yet listened 
to or heeded by th e general public. 
The people have begun to think on the 
subject of taxation, but have not ex­ 
pressed themselves. 
They have been 
content so fur to live according to the 
legacy of 1851, 
but 
there 
are

hopes th a t they will form

BRAVERY OF CAPTAIN ECUYER 


PRINCIPLES OF JUST TAXATION. 


The Ohio State Board of Commerce 
will not permit the people to be mil- 
lead in their action upon the taxation 
constitutional am endm ent. It has pub­ 
lished for the inform ation of tire peo­ 
ple a statem en t of the principles by 
which its action on this subject has 
been and will continue to he guided, 
und challenges anyone to give a good 
public reason for not endorsing them. 
This statem en t follows: 
Taxation Principles. 
1. 
A taxable subject should be taxed 
but once. 
2. 
All taxable subjects, sim ilar in 
generic character, 
capable of tieing 
taxed (Ilion an identical basis, should 
be included in the sam e class. 
3. 
Taxable subjects assigned 
to a 
tax district should be such subjects as 
the taxing body of the district 
can 
value intelligently and justly. 
4. 
Publication should be made a n ­ 
nually of all taxable values In every 
tax 
district. 
The statem ent 
should 
give the full name and address of the 
taxpayer, the class and location of the 
property, with a sufficient description 
for correct identification. 
The state­ 
m ent should be published w ithin 30 
days after 
the taxable values have 
been determined, and a copy should 
he mailed to 
every 
taxpayer whose 
name 
appears 
in 
the 
statement. 
Copies of the statem ent should he sold 
publicly at cost. 
For the purpose of 
simplifying the work and reducing the 
cost of publication, a taxing body may 
divide a tax district into small assess­ 
ment sections,»and publish the taxable 
value statem ent in separate series, one 
num ber for eaiJi 
section, aud 
only 
mail to taxpayers a copy of the num ­ 
ber or num bers containing their name. 
Publicity is the natural regulator of 
the enum eration and valuation of tax ­ 
able subjects. 
It is indispensable to a 
simple und just system of tuxat on. 
5. 
Equalization of valuations should 
be 
made 
between 
taxpayers 
only, 
never between tax districts, by a board 
of review for the district in which the 
subjects taxed are situated. 
A ta x ­ 
payer should have a right of appeal 
from the decision of the board of re­ 
view of tho tax district' in which prop­ 
erty owned by him is situated to a 
county board of review. W hen the tux 
district is a county, or the state, the 
taxpayer s right of appeal should be 
to a stat" hoard of review, or to the 
supreme court of the state. 
6. 
When the general assem bly de­ 
fines und classifies 
tax 
districts, it 
should fix a minim um indebtedness for 
each district, determined by a fixed 
per cent of the total taxable value of 
the taxable subjects assigned to it. 
7. 
When the general assembly de­ 
fines aud classifies taxable aubjects. it 
should fix a m axim um tax 
rate for 
each class of subjects. 
8. 
Valuations and rates should be 
fixed by the taxing body directly re­ 
sponsible to 
the 
taxpayers, w ithout 
right of or reason for interference by 
any other authority. 
9. 
Laws and 
their adm inistration 
governing valuations and rates should 
be as simple and direct in their opera­ 
tion as possible, and should be open to 
publicity a t every step. 
10. 
Regulation taxes, when 
for a 
public service privately used, such as 
a w ater service, should be sufficient to 
cover the entire and true co3t of the 
lervice so that no deficit to b e p a id by 
taxpayers can I** created by Hie public 
operation of an industry.

A thrilling ch ap ter o f frontier his 
tory Is th a t which tells of the 9l®8‘! 
of Fort P itt In th e su m m er of 1783 
At th e forks of th e Ohio the French 
Fort Duquesne stood till it was evacu­ 
ated and destroyed in 1758 
In the 
next couple of years the English e rect­ 
ed on its site a m ore pretentious fort­ 
ress, which they called Fort Pitt, in 
honor of the English prim e minister. 
This fort lay a s a sort of advanced 
post for civilization for m any years. 
Indeed, betw een it and the m ost a d ­ 
vanced settlem ent of any consequence, 
at Fort Bedford, lay a hundred miles 
of unbroken forest. 
Aside from the 
Indian trails the old Glade road, o- 
F orbes’ road, w as th*e only thread of 
soil w hich civilization could claim iu 
that g reat forest as a highway. There 
I w ere other sm aller posts to the north 
and along the G reat Lakes, hut they 
w ere all sm aller aud had but insuffl 
d e n t garrisons, except th a t at De­ 
troit. 
Im m ediately following the close of 
the F rench and Indian w ar occurred 
th a t wonderful uprising of the w est­ 
ern Indians called P o n tiac ’s conspir­ 
acy. and It was in connection with 
this bloody tim e th a t th e events of 
this sketch occurred. 
T he English 
co m m an d er of F o rt P itt at th is time 
w as a brave Sw iss officer, Captain 
Simon Ecuyer, w ho in his entire c a ­ 
reer, but especially in th e defense of 
his fortress, show ed him self to be a 
m ost com petent and able officer. 
D ur­ 
ing the spring of 1763 C aptain Ecuyer 
and his m en w ere occupied in the or­ 
dinary duties of com m on garrison life. 
They had opportunity to enjoy the 
beautiful 
n atu ral 
surroundings 
of 
th eir post, sd deep set in th e very 
h eart of the wilderness, and to study 
tho peculiar c h ara cte r of the mixed 
m ass of Indiana, trad e rs and woods­ 
m en who w ere constantly com ing and 
going about 
th is 
im p o rtan t center. 
But they had no intim ation from the 
stolid faces of tho savages of w hat a 
seeth in g caldron of h ate and plana for 
slaughter was in th eir hearts. 
At length, during th e late spring 
days, ru m o rs began to tilter in along 
the n arro w 
w estern 
a n d 
northern 
trails of nu unusual restlessn ess along 
tho frontier. 
C aptain E cuyer received 
from tim e to tim e m ore or less direct 
and disconcerting hints th a t a storm 
of redskin h a tre d was brewing. Thee* 
w arnings disturbed th e brave officer 
but did not cause him to fear, th High 
he scarcely k n ew w hat m ight o c c u r 
T he sta te of his mind is discovered 
by a letter he w rote on May 4 to Col­ 
onel Bouquet, w ho w as in service at 
Philadelphia, in which h e says: 
"M ajor Gladwyn w rites to tell me 
th a t I am surrounded by rascals. 
H e 
com plains a g re a t deal of th e Dela­ 
w ares 
and 
Shaw anoes. 
It 
is 
this 
canaille who s tir up th e rest to m is­ 
chief.” 
T hus th e garrison at F o rt Pitt passed 
th e w eeks in uncertain dread. 
T h" 
first suspicious 
o ccurrence n ear at 
hand was the arrival of a large party 
of Indians who cam e dow n th e hank 
of the A llegheny with a num ber of 
pack-horses heavily loaded w ith val­ 
uable furs. 
T hey cam ped n e ar the 
fort and in the m orning cam e up to 
trade. 
They w ere 
insistent in de­ 
m anding bullets, pow der and tom a­ 
hawks. so much so th at the fears and 
suspicions of the w hites w ere at once 
aroused. 
In the next few days m essage after 
m essage arrived of m u rd ers and dep­ 
redations done 
in 
th e surrounding 
country by bands of roving redskins. 
As these outbreaks increased in num ­ 
ber E cuyer realized w hat was to corno 
and w rote: 
"I see that th e affair Is general. 
I 
trem ble for our outposts. 
I believe, 
from w hat I hear, that I am surround­ 
ed by Indians. 
I neglect nothing to 
give them a good reception, and I ex­ 
pect to be attacked tom orrow m orn­ 
ing. 
Please God, I m ay be. 
I am 
passably well prepared.” 
Seeing th at 
the cloud 
w as 
soon 
likely to burst. Ecuyer mad** every 
needful 
preparation. 
All 
buildings 
n ear the fort w ere razed to the ground 
and no shelter was left for a lurking 
foe. 
The garrison, which consisted of 
330 men. was kept constantly on the 
watch. 
Over a hundred women and 
m any m ore children w ere sheltered lr. 
the fort. 
Smallpox broke out and a 
sheltered hospital was m ade under tho 
drawbridge. 
G radually 
th e 
Indian* 
closed in on th e place, so th a t it was 
dangerous for anyone to show his 
head above the ram parts. 
A party of 
the enem y ventured n e a r enough to 
the fort to drive off th e horses and 
kill 
the 
cattle. 
Shells 
w ere fired 
am ong them, which m ightily scared 
them as they b u rst so fa r aw ay in the 
woods. 
About the latter part of Ju n e a trick 
was resorted to by th e Indians.

They told of

Immediately a 
general attack wits made on the fort. 
but It was done in true Indian fashion 
Great num bers of the enem y stole 
rlose up to the fort under the cover of 
darkness and along the h a n k s of the 
M onongahela and the Allegheny, dug 
holes in the earth In which they hid 
them selves securely and 
yet 
could 
k e e p up a constant fire on the walls 
The men within lay carefully shelter­ 
ed. taking good heed not to expose 
them selves 
The sight of a head or 
arm at the fort would draw a trem en d ­ 
ous storm of bullets. 
But the cars 
and 
w atchfulness 
of 
the 
garrison 
m ade good effect also on the burrow ­ 
ing redskins without, for the sight of 
a copper skin was sure to call out the 
spiteful crack of a rifle and the speed­ 
ing of a m essenger of death. 
This close siege was kept up un re­ 
m ittingly for three days and nights. 
During all that time the air was full 
of bullets and the sm oke of constant 
firing on 
both sides. 
T he Indians 
kept up all the while a most infernal 
din of yelling and screeching, inso­ 
much that the women and children 
who had taken refuge in the fort were 
lr a constant terror. But the foe could 
riot harm them with noise, however 
terrifying, arid he was not able to get 
near enough to lay hold on them. 
Thus this affair w ent on, hut with 
it all nobody was killed 
Seven men 
were wounded, one of whom was C ap­ 
tain Eauyer himself, who was shot in 
the leg w'ith an arrow. 
T he Indian 
loss was much g reater than this. 
Sud­ 
denly the din ceased and all was quiet 
Venturing to look out, the garrison 
could nut see the lndluns. 
Sum m on­ 
ing courage to explore the woods, all 
were found 
to be 
deserted. 
With 
am azem ent they looked at each other, 
wondering what this sudden change 
might moan. 
They w ere accustomed 
to Indian strateg em s and kept guard 
that they m ight not be surprised. 
Not 
until some tim e a fterw ard s did they 
learn th a t th ere was no trick in it. but 
that the redskins had gone eastw ard 
to attack a rescuing arm y which was 
on its wray to the fort. 
Defeat met 
them and they tied, and thus ended 
the siege of Fort Pitt.

only after four futile attempts to sail 
off the final race and after theoutconie 
had been admitted by even Sir Thomas 
Llpton to be a foregone conclusion 
This was tíie eighth attempt to sail n 
race. 
After one fluke the Reliance 
won the two following races, one by 
7 minutes and 3 seconds and the othe.* 
by I minute and 19 seconds, A w eek 
ago the first attempt to sail the first 
race failed, and attempts have beer, 
made every day this week. 
On two 
occasions the Reliance led the Sham­ 
rock to the flnish line by about two 
miles, but failed to reach It before 
the expiration of the time limit of 
five and a half hours.

SHAMROCK LOST IN SHUFFLE 


Upton Almost Glad of Defeat— Will 


Seon 
Depart for 
England— Sham* 


rock May Be Sold— Small Attend­ 


ance at Race. 


New York, Sept 4.—The Reliance, 
the American cup defender, won the 
third and final race aud the aeries 
for that famous sea trophy, the Amer­ 
ica's cup. 
In a dense fog which pre­ 
vented vision beyond 200 yards she 
finished the race amid the acclama­ 
tions of the assembled Beet. 
Sham­ 
rock III., after running for more than 
an hour in the fog. missed the finish 
line, passed by It and then returned 
to its from the opposite direction. As 
the Reliance was then being towed 
through the fleet, yacht ensigns flus­ 
tering from her truck and spreaders 
In celebration of her victory, the 
Shamrock III. did not cross the finish 
line. 
As often said of the historic 
race when the America won the cup. 
there was no second. 
Result Had Bean Forecasted. 
This successful result was achieve! 
only after four futile attem pts to sail 
off the final race and after the outcome 
had been admitted by even Sir Thomas 
Llpton to be a foregone conclusion 
This was the eighth attem pt to sail n 
race. 
After one fluke the Reliance 
won the two following races, one by 
7 minutes and 3 seconds and the Otho.’ 
by I minute and 19 seconde. A week 
ago the first attem pt to sail the first 
race failed, and attem pts have beer, 
made every day this week. 
On two 
occasions the Reliance led the Sham­ 
rock to the finish line by about two 
miles, but failed to reach It before 
the expiration of the time limit of 
five and a half hours. 
The vlctorv 
means that the cup is destined to re­ 
main in America until England is abl-? 
to produce a genius equal to Herre,i- 
holt in yacht designing. 
Spectacular Finish. 
Rarely lf ever has there been n 
more spectacular finish than the Re­ 
liance’s. 
After racing for more than 
an hour at terrific speed through a 
blinding fog, 
she burst through the 
wall of 
mist upon the vision of the 
spectators .on the fleet assembled at 
the finish line and, heeling under a 
great bellying balloon Jib topsail un­ 
til her lee rail was awash, fled across 
the finish line almost before the spec 
tators could determine for a certainty 
that it 
was she. 
Once more the 
Yankee 
boat had added to the long 
string of victories in contests for the 
honored old silver trophy that carried 
with It the blue ribbon of the sea. 
Small Crowd Seas Race. 
A fleet of less than 30 vessels went 
down to the familiar waters of the in­ 
ternational course to witness this fifth 
effort of the Reliance to cover the 
course of 30 miles within the time 
limit. 
It had become a race of the 
American boat against time instead 
of a contest of two well-matched craft. 
When they reached the lightship, a 
gentle southeast wind of five knots 
that barely wrinkled the surface cf 
the sea gave but faint promise that 
this was to he the final day. but a 
shift of the wind to the south shortly 
after noon revived 
the despairing 
hopes of the yachtsmen, for it blew 
away the misty haze which had been 
hanging over the course since the 
easterly storm of last week. 
The re­ 
gatta committee waited until the last 
moment to send the boats away at I 
c’clock, after which hour it had been 
agreed that no race should be started. 
Lipton Discusses Plans. 
Highlands of Navesink, N. J., Sept. 
4.—When the Erin had discharged he-’ 
passengers and the re-echo of thei- 
cheers had died away Sir Thomas 
Lipton said: 
‘ Two weeks ago I was hopeful; last 
week I knew I was doomed to defeat, 
and was disappointed, but now I am 
almost glad In my own defeat, this 
America has been such a thoroughly 
generous victor. 
I want again to 
thank the American people for their 
generosity to me in ray defeat.” 
Asked what his plans were, Sir 
Thomas said: 
"My crew is to return to England 
on Tuesday next and I really ought 
to go back by that time myself 
I 
will post out my engagements in a 
day or two and then determine Just 
what I shall do. I shall attend a din­ 
ner in New York Friday night and 
have half promised to be Mr Wood­ 
ruff’s guest in Brooklyn and go lo 
the New York state fair, but that ii 
not absolutely certain. 
It is possible 
I may have to start for home next 
week.” 
Aaked what he would do with the 
three Shamrocks, he said: 
"I am to meet acme people who de­ 
sire to buy at least one of the boats 
After I have seen them I will deter­ 
mine what to do .” 
American Boat the Best. 
Regarding the defeat of Shamrock 
III he simply said: 
“I do not care to discuss It any 
more. 
The American boat is the bet­ 
ter. that is all." 
Designer Fife refused to talk 
Captain Wringe. 
while agreeab’e,

“We did the best we could, but th? 
other boat was best."

special edition announcing the result 
of the cup race, but the announcement 
had already been discounted by the 
dispatches giving the progress of the 
race. 
The consensus of opinion Is that 
Sir Thomas Lipton has done every­ 
thing that time and money ODuld ac­ 
complish. and widespread sympathy 
for him Is shown. The chief hope ex 
pressed in the streets Is that Canada 
will enter the lists next year and pos­ 
sibly succeed where the mother coun­ 
try has failed. 
It seems Improbable 
that, in view of the failure of Sham­ 
rock III., another challenger will soon 
be dispatched from England.

The Ohio State Board of Com merce 
will not permit the people to be inis- 
lead in their action upou the taxation 
constitutional umendrueut. It baa pub­ 
lished for the inform ation of the peo­ 
ple a sta tem e n t of the principle* by 
w hich Ila action on this subject bae 
been and will con tinu e to be guided, 
und ch allen ges an y on e to give a good 
public reason for not endorsing them. 
T h is sta tem e n t follow s: 
Taxation Principle*. 
I. 
A taxable subject should be tuxed 
but once. 
I. 
All taxable subjects, sim ila r in 
generic 
character, 
capable 
of 
l>#ing 
taxed ni>on an identical basis, should 
be included in the sa m e class. 
3. 
Taxable subjects a ssign ed 
to 
a 
tax district should be such subjects as 
the ta xing body of the 
d istrict 
can 
value intelligently and justly. 
4. 
Publication should be m ade a n ­ 
nually of all taxable values in every 
tax 
district. 
T he statem en t 
should 
give the full nam e and address of the 
taxpayer, the class and location ut the 
property, with a sufficient description 
for correct identification. 
T h e sta te­ 
m ent should be published w ith in 30 
d ays 
arter 
the 
taxable value* have 
beeu determ ined, und a copy should 
he m ailed to 
every 
taxpayer w hose 
name 
appears 
in 
the 
statem ent. 
Copies of the sta tem en t shou ld he so.d 
publicly at tost. 
For the purpose of 
simplifying the work and reducing the 
cost of publication, a tax ing body may 
divide a tax district Into sm all a s s e s s ­ 
ment section s,♦and publish the taxable 
value sta tem en t in separate series, o u e 
number for eatii 
section, aud 
only 
mall to taxpayers a copy of the num ­ 
ber or num bers containing their name. 
Publicity is Hie natural regulator of 
the enum eration am! v alu ation of ta x ­ 
able subjects. 
It Is indispensable to a 
sim ple aud just system of taxut on.

Th is fort lay a s a sort of advanced 
post for civilization for m any years 
Indeed, b etw een it and th e m ost ad ­ 
vanced settlem en t of a n y con sequ en ce, 
at Fort Bedford, lay a hundred m iles 
of unbroken forest.

Indian trails th e old Glade road. ©"

One Bold Stroke for Liberty. 
“A succession of valiant champions 
pious has persisted In the struggle 
and dyed the fatherland with their 
dear blood, but with greater zeal you 
have embraced the fight. 
Your amok 
lug hearths have strengthened your 
m anliness; the cries of the chHdren 
and the moans of the women exasper 
ated your souls. 
From the breasts 
of the fatherland came new cham­ 
pions, replacing those who have per 
Isbed. 
The holy flag of liberty waves 
more proudly over the dear fathe; 
land. 
Your enemies are rendered 
speechless before your heroism. Th3 
force of tyranny are exhausted. New 
days have come. 
One more heroic 
stroke and the centuries of tyranny 
will fall to the ground In convulsions 
of death. 
“The dawn of liberty peeps already 
above tho Macedonian horizon and 
aw aits this stroke to shine with its 
full brilliancy ou the Macedonian land 
Prepare yourselves, then, for this 
stroke.

The theory of the law Is that ev e r/ 
tax bearer is his own assessor, and to 
allow au Interested party to hear and 
determ ine his own case is too good an 
opportunity to be loot. 
The idea of the lion. Alfred Kelley, 
the founder of ad valorem system iu 
Ohio, was that under the sanction o! 
oaths, the tax bearer would tell all 
about his property, and all men would 
mako returns according to the exact 
truth, kuown only to the tax bearer 
himself. 
The sanction of oaths has 
proven worthless aud useless. 
It has 
taught people they can comm it moral 
perjury with Impunity, and th at by so 
doing they can largely escape the bur­ 
den of taxation. 
The law Laxlug personal property, 
moneys, credits and stocks is merely 
a th reat by the state, and a threat 
which 
in 
three-l'ourths of the cases 
cannot be carried into execution. 
The state should attem pt nothing 
which It cannot do. 
It ought to be a 
great teacher of morals, but In the tax 
laws it teaches im m orality and per­ 
jury. 
Farm er Perkins—Is there then no 
way in which the state can ascertain 
the intangible property of its citizens 
and compel it to bear Its burdens of 
taxation? 
la w y e r Thorndike—T here is prac­ 
tically no way. 
lf the state could pu«. 
each tax bearer on the witness stand 
and compel him to tell all he had and 
his entire condition, the system might 
be a success. But if this were done it 
would cost the state more than the 
taxes. 
It would require ten years to 
get the basis for on j year’s taxation, 
aud thum b screws and all other kinds 
of physical torture would not compel 
the truth. Those who were not in debt 
and had no intangible property would 
tell the truth. 
Those who were in 
debt or had much intangible property 
would not. The methods which would 
come the nearest producing the facts 
would not be tolerated by the public, 
and would only be adm issable lu an 
absolute monarchy. The methods nec­ 
essary to sustain the system cannot he 
used, aud hence its failure. The ideas 
of the Hon. Alfred 
Kelley s system 
were pure theories*, incapable of prac­ 
tical application, and there is nothing 
more dangerous iu taxation than theo­ 
ries. 
The man with a theory is an 
enemy of the state and of mankind, 
when it comes to m atters of taxation. 
The people of Ohio have given no 
thought or study to questions of fin­ 
ance and political economy. They have

Owing to the difficult and im practica­ 
ble method of amending the constitu­ 
tion of Ohio the system

from Ii*-IG to the present time, and 
for fifty seveu years the people of Ohio 
have been compelled to attem pt every 
year the enforcement of exploded theo­ 
ries. enforced upon them by men long 
since dead.

In G reat Britain the people live up 
to m odern present-day idea* because 
it la not hampered by a w ritten ton 
atltutlon charged with legislation, bu 
In this country we are compelled to 
live up to w ritten constitutions formed 
by persons living at a remote age and 
under conditions totally 
unlike 
the 
present. 
Men will not subm it to wear the 
fashion clothing of a remote genera­ 
tion. but they will and do subm it to 
be governed by the ideas of a remote 
generation. 
The business of the com­ 
m unity is not conducted according to 
the ideas and methods in 
vogue In 
1851, but its governm ent is. 
Until the 
people rise iu their 
might 
an i. by 
change of the organic law. make the 
legislature free to adopt any method 
in accord with 
present ideas, there 
will be no relief. 
Heretofore the ideas of the farm ers 
th at the system of 184G could be en­ 
forced arid Hie ideas of the dam es who 
could use it to avoid taxation have 
prevailed. These two classes have con­ 
stituted the m ajority of the commun­ 
ity or been able to control the m ajor­ 
ity by specious, but fallacious, argu­ 
ments. and so we have been held In 
thralldom to Alfred 
Kelley's ideas. 
The political economists who do the 
thinking on m atters of taxation have 
uniformly laindemued the present Bys­ 
tem, but they are not as yet listened 
to or heeded by th e general public. 
The people have begun to think on the 
sutiject of taxation, hut have not ex­ 
pressed themselves. 
They have been 
content so far to live according to the 
legacy of 1851, 
but there 
are now 
hopes th at they will form 
ideas 
of 
their own and try to carry them into 
execution.

PRINCIPLES OF JUST TAXATION. 


The Ohio State Briard of Commerce 
will not perm it the people to be m is­ 
lead in their action upon the taxation 
constitutional amendm ent. It has pub­ 
lished for the inform ation of the peo­ 
ple a statem ent of the principles by 
which its action oil this subject has 
been and will continue to be guided, 
and challenges anyone to give a good 
public reason for not endorsing them. 
This statem ent follows: 
Taxation Principles. 
1. 
A taxable subject should be taxed 
but once. 
2. 
AU taxable subjects, sim ilar in 
generic character, capable of being 
taxed upon an identical basis, should 
be included in the same class. 
3. Taxable subjects assigned to a 
tax district should be such subjects as 
the taxing body of the district can 
value Intelligently and Justly. 
4. 
Publication should be made a n ­ 
nually of all taxable values In every 
tax district. 
The statem ent should 
give the full name and address of th# 
taxpayer, the class and location of tbs 
property, with a sufficient description 
for correct identification. 
The state­ 
m ent should be published w ithin 30 
days after the taxable values have 
been determined, and a copy should 
be mailed to every taxpayer whose 
name 
appears 
in 
the 
statem ent. 
Copies of the statem ent should be sold 
publicly at cost. 
For the purpose of 
sim plifying the work an d ‘reducing the 
cost of publication, a taxing body may 
divide a tax district into small assess­ 
m ent sections,#and publish the taxable 
value statem ent in separate series, oil© 
num ber for eacJi 
section, and 
only 
mail to taxpayers a copy of the num ­ 
ber or num bers containing their name. 
Publicity is the natural regulator of 
the enum eration and valuation of tax ­ 
able subjects, 
it is indispensable to a 
simple and just system of taxat oil. 
5. Equalization of valuations should 
be 
made 
between 
taxpayers 
only. 
never between tax districts, by a board 
of review for the district in which the 
subjects taxed are situated. 
A tax ­ 
payer should have a right of appeal 
from the decision of the board of re­ 
view of the tax district? In which prop­ 
erty owued by him is situated to a 
county board of review. W hen the tax 
district is a county, or the state, the 
taxpayer's right of appeal should be 
to a stat!* board of review, or to the 
supreme court of the state. 
G. 
When the general assembly de­ 
fines aud classifies 
tax 
districts, It 
should fix a minimum indebtedness for 
each district, determined by a fixed 
per cent of the total taxable value of 
the taxable subjects assigned to it. 
7. 
When the general assembly de­ 
fines, aud classifies taxable aubjects. It 
should fix a maximum tax rate for 
each class of subjects. 
8. 
Valuations and rates should be 
fixed by the taxing body directly re­ 
sponsible to the 
taxpayers, w ithout 
right of or reason for interference by 
any other authority. 
y. 
Laws and their adm inistration 
governing valuations and rate* should 
be as simple and direct in their opera­ 
tion as possible, and should be open to 
publicity a t every step. 
IO. 
Regulation taxes, when for a 
public service privately used, such as 
a water service, should be sufficient to 
cover the entire and tru e t c#3t pf the 
•ervice so that no deficit to b*j>ald by 
taxpayers can be created by the public 
operation of an industry.

A thrilling chapter 
frontier his 
tory I* that which tells of the Mege 
of Fort P itt In the sum m er of 178* 
At the fork* of the Ohio the French 
Fort Duquesne stood till it was evacu 
ated and destroyed in 1758. 
In the 
next couple of years the English erect­ 
ed on its site a more pretentious fort­ 
re s s which they called Fort Pitt, in 
honor of the English prime m inister. 
This fort lay as a sort of advanced 
post for civilization for many years. 
Indeed, betw een it and the m ost ad­ 
vanced settlem ent of any consequence, 
at Fort Bedford, lay a hundred miles 
of unbroken forest, 
Aside from the 
Indian trails the old Glade road, o- 
Forbes’ road, w as th*e only thread of 
soil which civilization could claim In 
that great forest as a highway. There 
were other sm aller posts to the north 
and along the G reat Lakes, but they 
were all sm aller aud had but insuffi 
d e n t garrisons, except th a t at De­ 
troit. 
Im mediately following the close of 
the French and Indian w ar occurred 
th at wonderful uprising of the w est­ 
ern Indians called P ontiac’s conapir- 
acy, aud It was in connection w ith 
this bloody tim e th a t the events of 
this sketch occurred. 
The English 
com m ander of Fort P itt at th is time* 
was a brave Swiss officer, Captain 
Simon Ecuyer, who In his entire ca­ 
reer, but especially in the defense of 
his fortress, showed him self to be a 
m ost com petent and able officer. Dur­ 
ing the spring of 1763 Captain Ecuyer 
and his m en w ere occupied In the or­ 
dinary duties of common garrison life. 
They had opportunity to enjoy the 
beautiful 
natural 
surroundings 
of 
th eir post, se deep set In the very 
heart of the w ilderness, and to study 
tho peculiar character of th e mixed 
mas* of Indian*, traders and woods­ 
men who w ere constantly coming and 
going about 
this 
im portant center. 
But they had no intim ation from the 
stolid faces of tho savages of w hat a 
seething caldron of hate and plans for 
slaughter was in th eir hearts. 
At length, during the late spring 
days, rum or* began to filter In along 
the narrow 
w estern 
and 
northern 
trails of an unusual restlessness along 
the frontier. C aptain Ecuyer received 
from tim e to tim e more or less direct 
and. disconcerting hints th a t a storm 
of redskin hatred was brewing. T hese 
w arnings disturbed the brave officer 
but did not cause him to fear, th xigh 
he scarcely knew w hat m ight occpr. 
The state of his mind is discovered 
by a letter he w rote on May 4 to Col­ 
onel Bouquet, who w as In service at 
Philadelphia. In which he says: 
"M ajor Gladwyn w rites to tell me 
th at I am surrounded by rascals. 
He 
complains a g reat deal of the Debt 
w ares and 
Shawanoes. 
It is this 
canaille who stir up the rest to mis 
chief." 
Thus the garrison at F o rt P itt passed 
the weeks In uncertain dread. 
The 
first suspicious occurrence near at 
hand was the arrival of a large party 
of Indians who cam e down the bank1 
of the Allegheny with a num ber of 
pack-horses heavily loaded w ith val­ 
uable furs. 
They camped near the 
fort and in the m orning cam e up to 
trade. 
They were 
Insistent in de­ 
manding bullets, powder and tom a­ 
hawks. so much so th at the fears and 
suspicions of the w hites w ere at once 
aroused. 
In the next few days m essage after 
m essage arrived of m urders and dep­ 
redations done 
in 
the surrounding 
country by bands of roving redskins. 
As these outbreaks increased in num ­ 
ber Ecuyer realized what was to corno 
and wrote: 
“I see that the affair is general. 
I 
trem ble for our outposts. 
I believe, 
fiom w hat I hear, that I am surround­ 
ed by Indians. 
I neglect nothing to 
give them a good reception, and I ex­ 
pect to be attacked tom orrow m orn­ 
ing. 
Please God, I m ay be. 
I am 
passably well prepared.” 
Seeing th at the cloud was soon 
likely to burst. Ecuyer made every 
needful 
preparation. 
All 
buildings 
near the fort were razed to the ground 
and no shelter was left for a lurking 
foe. 
The garrison, which consisted of 
330 men. was kept constantly on tho 
watch. 
Over a hundred women and 
trany more children w ere sheltered In 
the fort. 
Smallpox broke out and a 
sheltered hospital was m ade under tho 
drawbridge. 
Gradually 
th e 
Indians 
closed in on the place, so th a t it was 
dangerous for anyone to show his 
head above the ram parts. 
A party of 
tl»e enemy ventured near enough to 
the fort to drive off th e horses and 
kill 
the 
cattle. 
Shells 
w ere fired 
among them , which m ightily scared 
them as they burst so (Sr away in the 
woods. 
About the latter part of June a trick 
was resorted to by the Indians. 
A 
party of chiefs approached and hebl 
a 
parly 
under 
pretense 
of 
being 
friends of the English. 
They told of 
th e rising of the lake tribes and pro­ 
fessed to be eery deeply concerned 
fo r the safety of the garrison, offering 
to conduct them in perfect safety 
down the m ountains to the settle­

ception was eat.is*)' Ion on Ecu>*” 
who invented a laie of three big Eng 
lisb arm let even then on their way to 
punish the guilty tribes. This had Its 
affect and so frightened the Indians 
that they at once departed, many of 
them leaving the vicinity of the fort. 
After some tim e another parley was 
held, but it effected nothing. 
Mean­ 
tim e 
the 
brave 
Captain 
Ecuyer 
strengthened his defenses and encour­ 
aged his followers 
Immediately a 
general attack w a s made on the fort. 
but It was done In true Indian fashion. 
Great num bers of the enemy stole 
Hose up to the fort under the cover of 
darkness and along the banks of the 
M onongahela and the Allegheny, dug 
boles in the earth in which they hid 
them selves securely and 
yet 
couhl 
keep up a constant fire on the walls 
The men w ithin lay carefully shelter­ 
ed, taking Bood heed not to expose 
them selves 
The sight of a head or 
arm at the fort would draw a trem end­ 
ous storm of bullets. 
But the car3 
and 
w atchfulness 
of 
the 
garrison 
made good effect also on the burrow ­ 
ing redskins without, for the sight of 
a copper skin was sure to call out the 
spiteful crack of a rifle and the speed­ 
ing of a m essenger of death. 
This close siege was kept up unre­ 
m ittingly for three days and nights. 
During all that tim e the air was full 
of bullets and the smoke of constant 
firing on both sides. 
The Indian! 
kept up all the while a most infernal 
din of yelling and screeching, inso­ 
much that the women and children 
who had taken refuge in the fort were 
lr. a constant terror. But the foe could 
not harm them with noise, however 
terrifying, and he was not able* to get 
near enough to lay hold on them. 
Thus this affair w ent on. hut with 
It all nobody was killed 
Seven men 
were wounded, one of whom was Cap 
tain Eeuyer himself, who was shot in 
the leg with an arrow . 
The India*! 
loss was much greater than this. Sud­ 
denly the din ceased and all was quiet. 
V enturing to look out, the garrisou 
could not see the Indians. 
Summon­ 
ing courage to explore the woods, all 
were found 
to be 
deserted. 
With 
am azem ent they looked at each other, 
wondering what this sudden change 
m ight mean. 
They were accustomed 
to Indian strategem s and kept guard 
th at they might not be surprised. Not 
until some tim e afterw ards did they 
learn th at there wa8 no trick in it, but 
th a t the redskins had gone eastw ard 
to attack a rescuing arm y which was 
on Its way to the fort. 
Defeat met 
them and they fled, and thus ended 
the siege of Fort Pitt.

New York, 8ept. 4.—The Reliance, 
the American cup defender, won the 
thfrd and final race and the series 
for th at famous sea trophy, the Amer­ 
ica's cup. 
In a dense tog which pre­ 
vented vision beyond 200 yards she 
finished the race amid the acclam a­ 
tions of the assembled fleet. 
Sham­ 
rock ILI., a fte r running for more thau 
an hour in the fog. missed the finish 
line, passed by it and then returned 
to its from the opposite direction. A4 
the Reliance was then being towed 
through the fleet, yacht ensigns flus­ 
tering from her truck and spreaders 
in celebration of her victory, the 
Shamrock III. did not cross the finish 
line. 
As often said of the historic 
race when the America won the cup, 
there was no second. 
Result Hest Been Forecasted. 
This successful result was achieve! 
only after four futile attem pts to sail 
off the final race and after the outcome 
had been adm itted by even Sir Thomas 
Llpton to be a foregone conclusion 
This was th e eighth attem pt to sail a 
race. 
A fter one fluke the Reliance 
won the tw o following races, one by 
7 m inutes and 3 seconds and the othe.* 
by I m inute and l l seconds. A week 
ago the first attem pt to sail the first 
race failed, and attem pts have been 
made every day this week. 
On two 
occasions the Reliance led the Sham­ 
rock to th e finish line by about two 
miles, but failed to reach It before 
the expiration of the tim e lim it of 
five and a half hours. 
The victory 
m eans that the cup is destined to re­ 
main in America until England is abl'? 
to produce a genius equal to Herreji- 
hoff in yacht designing. 
Spectacular Finish. 
Rarely lf ever has there been a 
more spectacular finish than the Re­ 
liance’s. 
A fter racing for more than 
an hour at terrific speed through a 
blinding fog, she burst through th s 
wall of m ist upon the vision of the 
spectators .on the fleet assem bled at 
the finish line and, heeling under a 
great bellying balloon Jib topsail un­ 
til her lee rail was awash, fled across 
the finish line alm ost before th e spec­ 
tators could determ ine for a certainty 
th at it w as she. 
Once m ore th e 
Yankee boat had added to the long 
string of victories In contests for the 
honored old sliver trophy th at carried 
with it the blue ribbon of the sea. 
Bmall Crowd Sees Race. 
A fleet of less than 30 vessels went 
down to the fam iliar w aters of the in­ 
ternational course to w itness this fifth 
effort of the Reliance to co rer the 
course of 30 mile* w ithin th e time 
limit. 
It had become a race of the 
American boat against tim e instead 
of a contest of two well-matched crsfft. 
W hen they reached the lightship, a 
gentle southeast wind of five knots 
that barely wrinkled the surface cf 
the Bea gave but faint prom ise that 
this was to be the final day. but a 
shift of the wind to the south shortly 
after noon 
revived 
the despairing 
hopes of the yachtsmen, for it blew 
away the misty haze which had been 
banging over the course since tho 
easterly storm of last week. 
The re­ 
gatta com m ittee waited until the last 
moment to send the boats away at I 
c ’clock, after which hour it had been 
agreed that no race should be started. 
U pton Discusses Plans.
